Too Many Mergers and Too Much Speculation Are 
Not for Permanent Good of the Country 


sé OSSIBLY we have failed to appreciate the magnitude 

of the increase of wealth in the United States and there- 
fore have not realized the justification of the high prices of 
securities,” is the substance of a letter to this paper from 
a very conservative economist and student of business affairs. 
We are inclined, however, to think that his view is possibly 
erroneous. It is true that many securities are very high as 
compared with the past, but possibly not too high as com- 
pared with the present earnings. But if the earnings of the 
big corporations of the country are justifying such high 
prices fon their securities, is there not danger that the con- 
suming public, which in the end is more powerful than the 
great financial leaders, will say that the profits are too big, 
based on charges that are unduly high for what these great 
corporations sell—whether it be iron, steel, telephone service, 
electric light and power or other things which go into the 
market? 

Foolish indeed will be the bankers of New York, who 
apparently are leading in this movement of great combina- 
tions and mergers, if they do not realize they are creating 
a rather bitter resentment throughout the country against 
their activities and the enormous profits they are making. 
In many instances, New York bankers are opening offices in 
communities where they never before were justified in so 
doing, because of the craze of people everywhere to buy Wall 
Street securities. Whether they are buying them on margin 
or for cash is not so material as is the fact that people are 
being drawn away from legitimate business interests and 
putting their money into stock operations. 

It is desirable that many forms of securities should be 
widely held throughout the country and the public service 
corporations which have been distributing their securities 
have done well in that respect, unless perchance there should 
come a time when reaction in the stock market should 
frighten these scattered stockholders and cause them to throw 
their securities upon a declining market. 

The whole tendency of the times is to mass production 
of securities as well as of industrial output. We are passing 
through a revolutionary period, but whether that revolution 
the final good or evil of the country no man at 
present can say. Unquestionably there are many evils con- 
nected with it. Thousands of men are being thrown out of 
employment by these consolidations and in some instances one 
of the results of consolidation and merger is an advance in 
the price of the product to the consumer. In many other 
eases, of course, the operators of the mergers are sensible 
enough to give to the public some of the benefits of reduced

cost. It was well said many years ago, by one of the greatest 
trust organizers this country has ever had, that the trust 
which did not give to the consuming public the benefit of 
the saving brought about by consolidation had within itself 
the seeds of death. 

There is abounding prosperity here and there, vast wealth 
is being created in many places, but on the opposite side there 
is great unemployment, decreasing business of many concerns 
and a large degree of poverty. This condition is not safe for 
the country. It bodes ill for the future, and while the bank- 
ing interests, which for the purpose of winning a large com- 
mission are encouraging these combinations, may be reaping 
a great harvest at present they are sowing the seeds of the 
wind and the country may ultimately reap the whirlwind. 

We are not alarmists. This paper was born in optimism 
and has lived in optimism, but we would feel recreant to 
our duty to the public if we did not utter a warning against 
the present wild craze for consolidations, mergers and com- 
binations and the enormous advances that are taking place 
in securities to the enrichment of a comparatively few but 
to the final loss of a great many. Lincoln said that this 
country could not live partly free and partly slave. The 
expression may be changed to say that this country cannot 
live partly abounding in vast wealth and partly in desperate 
poverty and unemployment. 

President Hoover and his advisers are facing one of the 
most momentous, revolutionizing, changes that this country 
has ever seen. All the wisdom they can gather is necessary 
to help guide the good old Ship of State into safe waters. 

Nelson, Cook & Company, a conservative banking house of 
Baltimore, in a review of business conditions of the last 15 
years, since the beginning of the European war, give a warn- 
ing that should be heeded by the people of this country 
against the rather wild speculative activities prevailing at 
the present time. On this subject they write: 

“We are in no sense pessimistic, but we consider that there 
is real danger to the financial body politic in the current 
tendency to overvalue equities and to unreasonably discount 
many long years of the future. The financial future looks 
roseate enough but there are far too many dangerous possi- 
bilities ahead to warrant the discount of a generation of 
future earnings. And, too, we seem to entirely lose sight 
of the disagreeable fact that earnings cannot expand indefi- 
nitely nor uninterruptedly. If industry should halt in its gay 
march, to say nothing of the possibility of contraction of 
earnings, these facts would be most forcibly thrust upon us. 
There is too much unreasoning speculation. The awakening 
is sure to be unhappy. The conservative element strives 
merely through caution to assuage the inevitable. 

“We have not approved, and do not now approve some of 
the methods employed by the Federal Reserve Board to check 
speculation, yet those manipulative dictates have partially

Another viewpoint, entirely different from that expressed 


in the foregoing, is presented by a student of economics in 


the following: 


“The purchasing power of this nation has become far 
greater than most of us realize. It is due both to higher 
wages and to the fact that, instead of our paying tribute to 
foreign nations, as we did through most of our history, they 
are now paying tribute to us. 

“I do not think the margins of profit are too large in most 
of our great industries. The cost of manufacturing has been 
cut and a great many of the economies passed on to the public. 
It may be doubted if the advance in price of American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph was due to increased income from tele- 
phones. The company’s revenues have been vastly increased 
by new inventions; that is, by the promotion of ‘talkies,’ 
their interests in various radio devices, ete., ete. Business 
is expanding. 1 think the hydro-electric companies are prob- 
ably the big offenders; and yet, over here, the rates have been 
cut in half since I came to Washington and electricity is 
about the cheapest thing I buy. There has been a positively 
amazing advance in efficiency in the production of electricity. 
Only a part of this has been passed on to the public. How- 
ever, I agree with Henry Ford that it is going to be for the 
ultimate good of the country if electricity is produced by 
great industrial units instead of by small industrial units. 
The outlook for the use of electricity is of such staggering 
proportions that investors are more or less justified in 
anticipating these future earnings. 

“The really bad spot in the situation, as you say, is that so 
many people are caught in the industrial transition and are 
not sharing in the prosperity. The ease with which some 
people acquire money through inside knowledge or manipula- 
tion, is quite in contrast with the difficulties most other 
people experience, and there is a basis of great mass dis- 
eontent in this. 

“I should prefer the corporations to be making a little 
more rather than a little less than they ought to make, be- 
cause the excess somehow or other gets distributed about. 
It is bad policy to have business run on too close a margin. 
I do not think the cost of living is excessive, and it is very 
obviously decreasing all the time. At least, I find I am 
paying something less for most of the things I buy. 

“We seem to be steadily moving toward ownership by the 
public of our business enterprises, but under private and 
professional management. This is socialism, but it is non- 
political socialism. 

“Anyhow, the point I am trying to make is that prices for 
securities, except in some where pools have simply 
manipulated prices, are, from the viewpoint of earnings, too 
low rather than too high. 

“IT am not particularly afraid of monopolies. I notice that 
this new Auburn automobile company, although in competi- 
tion with the great motor giants, has been able to grow 
enormously. There is a constant and intensive competition 
under way all of the time, with invention playing a large 
part in it. 

“The turnover of capital may be too rapid, but I doubt it. 
In fact, I think we must learn how to turn over capital much 
more rapidly. The amount of work to be done in this country 
would keep everybody busy for the next hundred years, and 
still we would have but begun. 

“IT think one trouble with England is that they have been 
spending most of their time trying to revive old industries 
and not enough in developing new ones.

“Even if we do have a period of hard times, the outlook 
certainly is for a century of positively startling growth. I like to 
think of what one of our great inventors recently said. He 
opposed the idea that this is the age of chemistry and averred 
that it is really an age of physics. He declared that the great 
problem before us now is that of motion, and he thought that 
within a few years we would consider speeds of 60 miles an 
hour as intolerably slow; that we were just beginning to learr 
the laws of movement and that speeds of three, four and five 
hundred miles an hour would be common enough in the com- 
paratively near future. So, I think our business movement is 
really just in its beginnings. I mean by this that new efficiency 
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in both production and distribution, and in distribution of profits, 
will bring about a general prosperity in which all will share. 
I rather agree with the intimation of Mr. Hoover that we may 
be within sight of the abolition of poverty. That means, of 
course, that a great change will have to have occurred in bank- 
ing and finance.” 

May the closing sentence of this letter in regard to the 
abolition of poverty be brought about, for poverty is one of 
the great curses resting upon humanity in constant sorrow 
and suffering; and poverty itself is responsible for a large 
proportion of the criminality which exists throughout the 
land. If Mr. Hoover, so thoroughly committed as he is to 
the effort to abolish poverty, can bring this about he will 
have made the greatest achievement that any human has 
ever accomplished.

FLORIDA SENATORS FAVOR PROTECTION 


HE MANUFACTURERS Record is glad to spike the rumor 
that Senator Trammell and Senator Fletcher, of Florida, 
were opposing the administration tariff bill and had allowed 
the new protective tariff rates on Florida vegetables to be 
removed during December, January and February. On the 
face of it the MANUFACTURERS REcoRD was at a loss to under- 
stand how any Floridian could favor the repeal of protective 
rates at a time when Florida was supplying a great propor- 
tion of the country’s winter vegetables and fruits and was 
meeting the growing competition of Mexico and Latin Amer- 
ican countries. However, immediately upon receipt of a 
telegram to the foregoing effect, we got in touch with Senator 
Fletcher and Senator Trammell’s office. Senator Fletcher 
replied as follows on August 14: 
“There is no word of truth in the telegram received by you. 
I reached office from Florida last Saturday having been 
absent since July 14. I knew nothing of any proposal to make 
duties on Florida products only for nine months, omitting 
December, January and February until last Monday. I imme- 
diately sought interviews with members of the Finance Com- 
mittee and indications are they will recede from that position. 


The statement that I am opposing administration general tariff 
bill is false.” 


In the absence of Senator Trammell, R. R. Tomlin, his 
secretary, stated that the wire we had received “is absolutely 
false, so far as Senator Trammell is concerned.” 

Later supplementing this denial by Senators Trammell and 
Fletcher, that they were not supporting Florida products in 
the new tariff bill. we were advised by our correspondent in 
Washington that Senator Watson, chairman of the Agricul- 
ture Sub-committee of the Senate Finance Committee, stated 
that he would have this objectional seasonal clause removed 
and that this was put in through misinformation as to the 
production and imports during the three months named. 

We are also informed that it is due Senator Fletcher and 
Senator Trammell to that it was only through their 
influence and efforts that the seasonal rate will be removed 
and that both Senators will support the protective tariff 
measure if the bill gives Florida an even break with other 
states and industries. From this evidence of support given 
to the protection of American products against foreign com- 
petition the Florida senators cannot be classed with that 
croup of Southern senators who favor a duty on their own 
products and are against almost everything else in their 
blind worship of antiquated Democratic Those 
Democratic senators who are not supporting the protective 
tariff measure have forgotten that their party during the 
last presidential campaign turned from the exploded free-

Since the foregoing was written we are advised that the 
majority committee fixed the rate of 244 cents a pound on 
tomatoes for the entire twelve months, reducing the rate in 
the House bill one-half a cent a pound.

_ a member of the Senate Finance Committee if he 

intends to include in the tariff bill the desired increase 

in the rate on kaolin, and he will reply that he has no objec- 

tion to doing so but can’t see why he should do it so long 

as the Senators from the five Southeastern states that pro- 
duce kaolin refuse to support it. 

Tell him that these same Senators are in favor of it, and 


he will reply that maybe they do want the increase for 


kaolin but they oppose the tariff on other products; and he 
will ask you how they can expect to put through an increase 
in the kaolin tariff if they are successful in their fight against 
the bill in which that item must be included. They might 
as well send an agent to London on a vital mission and then 
torpedo his ship in mid-ocean as to propose a higher tariff 
on koalin and then block the bill containing it. 


Believe it or not, this is the preposterous situation in regard 
to the very necessary increase in the rate on Southern white 
clay. In a general way, it is the situation also in regard to 
manganese that those two minerals 
occur outside the South as well as in it, and can count on 
some backing from whose Senators have not the 
peculiar tariff bias of the Southern Senators. The kaolin 
tariff is wholly dependent upon the Senators from Virginia, 
the Carolinas, Georgia and Florida, and while probably all 
of them realize its importance to their states, some of them 
have not yet grasped the fact that it can be had only as a 
part of the whole tariff bill. The result, unless they can see 
the light of reason, will be that the bill will go through in 
spite of them, but without the increase for kaolin that their 
states so greatly need—and once more the South will suffer

A WARNING AGAINST OLD EQUIPMENT 
IN MILLS 


URING the boom which swept over the South and West 

in town-building and real-estate business in 1880 to 1891, 
a great many towns in the South made unwise bonus offers 
to secure the removal of industries from the North and West 
without an adequate study of their character and suitability 
for the location selected. In some cases plants on their 
last legs financially, and with worn out machinery, were given 
large bonuses of cash or of real estate or of buildings, in 
order to secure their location. In other cases, machinery 
wholly out-of-date was brought into the South with the ex- 
pectation of these promoters that they would make a quick 
profit and get out. 

The experience gained at that time by the men of that 
day should be carefully studied by the people of the South 
of this day. A great many splendid enterprises, solid, sub- 
stantial, worthy of the utmost confidence, have sought loca- 
tions in the South during the last few years. Some of these 
were established concerns from other sections. Most of them 
indeed were new enterprises backed financially by men of 
strong financial and business ability. But there is danger 
that in their zeal to develop industries, here and there South- 
ern communities may make unwise bonus offers to enterprises 
not worthy of confidence. Sometimes promoters come into 
the South and play one town against another for the removal 
of some northern plant with antiquated machinery, and thus 
do the section much harm,

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Only successful plants become an asset. Southern towns 
should, therefore, exercise great caution in investigating 
every proposition made as to the character of the plant, its 
product, its management, and its machinery. 

Unless the South is extremely careful in keeping its plants, 
new and old, up to the very latest in modern machinery, 
the time will come when the whole situation will be as un- 
favorable as is the position of many of the cotton mills of 
New England where by the testimony ef their owners, many 
have not kept their mills up to the latest notch in machinery. 
Re-equipment is so absolutely necessary that in some cases 
they prefer to sell out or liquidate rather than attempt to 
raise money for new equipment. 

Some plants in the South are falling behind in the same 
way. Southern advantages will not save a badly equipped 
plant with out-of-date machinery from eventually going to 
the scrapheap. Superintendents or managers who, in order 
to make a good showing to their stockholders, pay large divi- 
dends before they lay aside an ample surplus for scrap-heap- 
ing all old machinery and putting in the most modern, will 
sooner or later find their plants in trouble and their stock- 
holders will lose. Some mill managers in the South are 
wise enough to spend a large amount of money annually— 
charging it to expense, or equipment account—for machinery 
of the latest type. These plants can survive during times of 
depression; but the badly equipped plant, it matters not 
how good may be its management, cannot compete with 
them and meet the conditions in times of depression. 

Vitally important, therefore, is it that Southern communi- 
ties should study carefully every proposition for the removal 
of a plant from other sections; and vitally important is it 
for the stockholders of existing plants in the South to see 
that even before dividends are paid the equipment is kept 
up to the very last minute of perfection. 

The South’s advantages are great, but bad management 
and bad equipment can largely offset natural advantages and 
bring ruin where the natural conditions ought to produce 
prosperity. Every manufacturing plant in the South, and 
for that matter in the entire country, should investigate its 
present equipment as compared with the latest in its line of 
work, and if necessary modernize its plant, even though divi- 
dends may be deferred; for a lack of dividends for a few 
years is far preferable to the scrap-heaping of an entire 
institution through a receivership. 


A CLEARING HOUSE ASSOCIATION ON 
CHAIN STORES DEPOSITS 


J. TIMBERMAN of the Eagle & Pitcher Lead Company, 
e Joplin, Mo., sends the MANUFACTURERS REcoRD copy of 
resolutions recently adopted by the Joplin clearing house, in 
which he says there is almost direct reference to the chain 
store conditions applying to Joplin as well as to other cities. 

The resolutions were as follows: 

“1. Every foreign mercantile account shall carry a mini- 
mum balance of not less than $500. 

“2. Ten per cent of the average monthly deposits of any 
such customer shall be considered a reasonable requirement 
when such an amount is in excess of the stipulated minimum. 

“3. Except when the customer desires to close the account, 
no draft or cashier’s check shall be issued if the payment 
thereof reduces the then balance of the customer below the 
minimum; and no charge shall be made for such a draft. 

“4. Charges on drafts issued to non-customers shall be 
made on a basis of fifteen cents for first $100 or fraction 
thereof and ten cents for each additional hundred dollars. 
Charges shall also be madé on the above basis to customers 
whose balance is so small as to warrant such charges. 

“5. Banks will charge back to the customer’s account any 
collection item credited thereto or any check cashed by it for 
said customer if said check or collection item is non-col- 
lectible.”’ 
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NORTH CAROLINA’S INDUSTRIAL ATMOSPHERE 
AND ITS INSPIRING GENIUS. 
\ RITING from Charlotte, N. C., a news representative 
of the MANUFACTURERS Recorp in referring to a talk 
which he had with Mr. John Paul Lucas, of the Publicity 
Department of the Duke Power Company, quotes Mr. Lucas 
as saying in substance the following: 

“You can do nothing better for your readers than to 
continue to give them news on what the South is doing, 
and in particular what it is doing in the way of building 
important new industries. I cannot speak for the whole 
South, but I can speak authoritatively for North Carolina. 
Our people have become industry-minded, industry-consclous. 
The average man knows what payrolls mean and he is 
ever alert to find out all he can about new industries and 
expansion of established ones. Our business men know that 
purchasing power is after all made up principally of in- 
dustrial payrolls. I don’t think I misrepresent the average 
North Carolina man when I say that what he wants Is 
news about building and in particular about industrial 
building of note. Your paper has done much along these 
lines already; it cannot do anything better, so far as I 
see it, than to further expand its activities in this direction.” 

To this our correspondent adds: 

“The Charlotte Observer is operating along lines very 
similar to the MANuFAcTURERS Recorp. It believes in in- 
dustrial news and features it at all times. It has a special 
department to cover such news, and its entire staff is on its 
toes to get such news, to the exclusion of crime, scandal, 
ete. Perhaps this attitude is in no small measure due to 
industrial expansion in the territory the Observer reaches. 
The paper is growing steadily and its influence is widespread 
in the Carolinas. They have one of the finest newspaper 
plants I have ever seen, costing something like $1,000,000. 
Everyone is optimistic and looks for big things.” 

It is true that North Carolina is developing an industrial 
atmosphere which is setting a pace for the entire South. 
Indeed, there must be created in every part of the South 
an industrial spirit or viewpoint which takes into account 
the fact that industrial development is the forerunner and 
the creator of general prosperity. 

Reference to the policy pursued by the Charlotte Observer 
justifies calling attention to what we have often emphasized 
with regard to the history of that paper. Many years ago 
ID. A. Tompkins, one of the greatest industrial leaders and 
developers the South has ever produced, bought the Ob 
server and in connection with Mr. Caldwell the editor as- 
sociated with him, definitely planned the policy which the 
Observer is still pursuing. He established a rule in the 
Observer office, to be followed by editors and reporters 
alike, that anything which stimulated development through 
the building of dwellings, industrial plants, better farming 
methods, ete., must be “played up,” using a newspaper 
phrase, as fully as possible regardless of whether the people 
had ever advertised or would advertise. He also impressed 
on his staff that sensationalism must be avoided, that 
murders and other crimes should be given as little atten- 
tion as possible, and that the whole force of the paper 
should be concentrated on the upbuilding of the city, the 
state, and the South, and that the paper must be made 
so clean of scandal and crime that it could be taken into 
any family circle without question. 

The attitude of the Observer is not. however, as our cor- 
respondent supposed, due in any measure to industrial ex- 
pansion in the territory reached by that paper. On the con- 
trary, the industrial development of that territory is due to 
a large extent to the policy of the Observer pursued since 
the days of D. A. Tompkins in ceaselessly advocating in- 
dustrial expansion. Only those who were cognizant many 
years ago of the work of D. A. Tompkins, and the spirit 
which he infused into the Observer, can understand that 
North Carolina industrial development is largely due to the 
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Observer’s work and that the Observer’s encouragement of 
industrial activities has been responsible to a large extent 
for the great progress of the state. 

In the days when there was scarcely a piece of good road 
in North Carolina, except a little stretch in Mecklenburg 
county, Tompkins and the Observer were ceaselessly advocat- 
ing good roads, and printing and widely distributing pam- 
phiets in favor of better highways. In those days, when 
the South had developed an industrial consciousness only 
to a small extent, Tompkins was an inspiring genius in 
bringing that consciousness into being. From about 1882 
or 1888 to the time of his death, Tompkins and the editor 
of the Manuracturers Recorp were in intimate personal 
touch, constantly working along the same lines and dis- 
cussing the same problems concerning the South. 





A MUCH NEEDED WALLOPING 


HE Louisville Courier-Journal, in attempting to be smart 

and funny and critical of the position taken by the Manv- 
FACTURERS Recorp in behalf of a protective tariff for the 
South, presents the following silly.and absurd editorial cri- 
ticism of an open letter which appeared in a recent issue of 
the MANUFACTURERS RECORD: 

“Richard H. Edmonds of the Manuracrurers Recorp has 
issued an ‘open letter to Southern free traders’ in which. 
drawing upon the wealth of his wisdom, he informs them that 
the tariff is not a moral question; that a tariff bill is going 
to be passed, and that if the Southern Congressmen do not 
help the subsidy grabbers of other sections to get what they 


want, what the South will get at the succulent tariff feast 
will be mainly cold shoulder. 


“There is no moral question, Brother Edmonds assures the 
old-fashioned Southerners, in robbing Peter to pay Paul, or 
in helping the robbers to do up Peter in order to secure a 
share of the swag. Peter being only the consumer, there is 
nothing in morals against robbing him whenever it is Paul’s 
pleasure. If the South doesn’t choose to join up with the 
robbers, then it is perfectly moral for the robbers, instead of 
letting it in on a ‘divvy,’ to rob the South. 

“That seems to be the latest development of the code of 
morals which the MANUFAcTURERS ReEcorD has advocated so 
long that no doubt it has come to believe in it.” 

Perhaps it may be as well to repeat a statement from the 
Courier-Journal written by Henry Watterson, and surely no 
man on the Courier-Journal today can claim to be a wiser 
statesman than Mr. Watterson. In criticizing the free-trade 
views of Southern Congressmen, and fighting for a tariff for 
revenue on the ground that free-trade itself was a certain 
degree of protection, Mr. Watterson was taken to task by 
one of his readers for criticizing his own party. His lengthy 
and brilliant reply ended with the statement to which we 
invite the attention of the present editors of the Courier- 
Journal. It was as follows: 

“Things have come to a hell of a pass 
When a man can’t wallop his own jackass.” 

The Courier-Journal needs a little walloping and we are 
glad to be able to quote Mr. Watterson’s statement as a reply 
to its editorial criticism of this paper’s view on a protective 
tariff.

John E. Edgerton, president of the National Association of Manufacturers, has been a manufacturer 
all his business life. Born a poor boy on a poor farm, he early learned that advancement came by toil 
alone. Soon after his graduation from college, he was an instructor and educator for some years before 
he was plunged into the manufacturing business by reason of the death of one of his brothers. He per- 
force became manager and president of the Lebanon Woolen Mills in Tennessee and has held those posi- 
tions for nearly 20 years. Eighteen years ago he demonstrated his faculty for guidance of industrial 
leaders when he first appeared before the manufacturers of the state of Tennessee; later he was elected to 
the presidency of the state organization, which he holds today. And, in that state position, he attracted 
the attention and admiration of manufacturers of various parts of the country. Following his keen par- 
ticipation in the formulation of a Platform of American Industry by the National Association of Manufac- 
turers in 1920, Mr. Edgerton was called to the presidency of that organization at the very next conven- 
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tion. 


In his inaugural address in 1921 Mr. Edgerton laid down an industrial doctrine that he has consis- 


tently and persistently advanced—the doctrine of the manufacturers’ obligations. 


In this article he pre- 


sents some truths and makes observations that should be of guiding benefit not alone to the employers 
and employes of the South but to every part of the country as well—Editor MANurFActTuRERS REcorD. 


MERICAN industry will continue to 

thrive and our nation will continue 
to hold its high place in the sun just so 
long as those concerned in industry real- 
ize PROGRESSIVELY that the other 
man has his rights as well as his just 
obligations. 


I want to say frankly that I am not 
greatly concerned as to whether the 
manufacturers of the country obtain 
their rights. The thing that gives me 
most concern is that they shall perform 
their obligations. Every manufacturer, 
whether or not he has learned it, owes a 
duty to industry and to society over and 
beyond those duties and obligations at- 
taching to the particular connections he 
holds with his own concern. 


We all owe a debt of gratitude to this 
great nation of ours, a debt of gratitude 
that should be paid in constructive serv- 
ice, not selfishly for industry alone but 
for the development and welfare of the 
nation as a whole. Recently, in my own 
state of Tennessee, we have had indus- 
trial disturbances. I do not pretend to 
indict any one or any group for the 
blame. Wherever the fault or wherever 
the blame rests, there are facts and con- 
clusions to be drawn from this short 
turbulence that should be taken into 


cognizance and which should fortify us 
against a repetition. 


Let no one suppose that, because of the 
lull in the East Tennessee sector of con- 
flict, peace in industry is permanently 
established there or elsewhere. It is a 
self-evident truth that so long as there 
are persons who profit from strife and 
the security of whose lucrative positions 
depends upon the volume of hatred, dis- 
trust and disloyalty which they can 
produce, and so long as there are em- 
ployers who will deal with and make con- 
cessions to these exploiting agents of 
profitable discord, there will be recur- 
ring conflicts and no industrial commu- 
nity will be secure against strife. 


The constant hazards to industrial 
peace are not only these parasitic ex- 
workers and vocational disturbers who 
bore from within, but a multiplying army 
of jackleg, ambulance-chasing lawyers 
and other publicity seekers who overlook 
no opportunity to strut forth as self- 
designated champions of justice. These 
are to industry what the army worm, 
boll weevil, potato bug, fruit fly, and 
other pests are to agriculture, and as 
fast as they are stamped out in one 
place they spring up in another. They 
are the self-perpetuating naggers at the 


heels of an advancing civilization and a 
developing industry. 

But the thing which I wish to empha- 
size most is the fact of the manufactur- 
ers’ own responsibility of leadership, and 
ot the inescapable obligations attaching 
thereto. While I believe heartily that 
the overwhelming majority of industrial 
employers in Tennessee and elsewhere 
are in essential respects more interested 
in and better friends to those whom they 
employ than are any of these outsiders 
who are constantly yelping complaints 
and criticism from soap boxes, there are 
yet perhaps some whose sense of justice 
is not as keen as it should be or who are 
not as vigilant and diligent as they 
ought to be in looking after the welfare 
of their people. 

Without reference to the inevitable 
economic consequence of such a short- 
sighted policy of neglect, it is the in- 
dubitable moral duty of every employer 
to deal not only justly with those who 
work with and for him, but as generous- 
ly as the circumstances will permit. 
They are our brothers as truly as if we 
were all members of the same church 
or of the same lodge, and in that spirit 
of fraternity they should be treated. 

3ut beyond the simple humanities in- 
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volved in the relationship of employer 
and employe, we must keep in mind that 
it is sometimes the negligence of em- 
ployers upon which the agitators and 
self-constituted reformers of industry 
feed. So it is, that one employer pos- 
sessed of the Bourbon spirit or careless 
about the conditions under which his 
people work, brings down reproach and 
ultimate trouble, not only upon himself, 
but upon all industry. Such an employer 
invites by his shortcomings the interven- 
tion of outsiders. He furnishes to the 
snooping agitator his excuse for exist- 
ence and his activity. No man can 
defend himself successfully against at- 
tack, or fight courageously and effective- 
ly for the maintenance of a real prin- 
ciple, except one who is clad in the 
impenetrable armor of righteousness in 
his own conduct as an employer and a 
man. The very consciousness that he 
has not been just, or that he has been 
cureless and negligent will make a cow- 
ard of him when the crucial test comes, 
and then he is likely to make dangerous 
concessions for the sake of profit and 
temporary peace. 

Another type of employer who is quite 
as much a hazard to industry is one who 
has persuaded himself that he is a model 
and that his conduct and methods are 
very superior to those of all other em- 
ployers. Such a one is constantly boast- 
ing about his own virtues, and lamenting 
the shortcomings of all others. He is 
the mealy-mouth, suave, soft-handed con- 
cessionist, with an exaggerated ego. He 
recognizes no difference between opinions 
and principles, and if his opinions are 
not always instantly recognized as su- 
perior to others, he packs up his things 
like a pouting child, goes home and will 
not play. 

Such an employer may have a fairly 
good understanding of the obligations 
which he has to his employes, but he is 
an illiterate in his knowledge of the 
obligations he has to his fellow employ- 
ers. An employer or other responsible 
person who has the spirit of the Golden 
Rule in his heart does not have to ad- 
vertise it, and it cannot be confined to 
simply one of the relationships of life. 
If he is a sincere person he will practice 
all the suggestions of that rule toward 
all men in every contact and relation. 

With these observations, and in par- 
ticular view of what has happened in 
our state and in the South within recent 
months, let me suggest and urge definite 
ly that industrial employers of labor 
take an inventory of the conditions 
within their plants and businesses which 
affect human relationships. 

If their places of business are not as 
safe as they can be reasonably made; 
if they are not helpful, or if other con- 
ditions of employment are not conducive 
not only to the physical welfare, but to 
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the contentment and huppiness of all the 
people within that business, then these 
things should be corrected in so far as 
it is possible, 

If employers ure not paying as much 
as economic conditions warrant, then the 
wage scale needs doctoring. The employ- 
ers should see to it that their attitude 
in all respects to those who are working 
with and for them is such as to command 
confidence and loyalty. Even though the 
law permit it, greed for profits should 
not endanger the physical or moral wel- 
fare of the workers or the humanities 
of life. 

If our manufacturers will take zealous 
care of these preeminently important 
things, they need have no fear of the 
agitator and the vocational critic. 

As manufacturers, we should so live 
in these vital respects that we may have 
no fear of a senatorial or other investi- 
gation, even though we may oppose such 
as a matter of public policy. We shall 
probably have enough trouble even when 
and while we are doing our best in 
these ways to measure up to our own 
obligations. But when trouble is super- 
imposed upon us by outside social, politi- 
cal or other forces which are constantly 
trying to thwart industrial progress, we 
will be able to meet that trouble with 


. more courage and effectiveness. 


Now that the eyes of the nation are 
upon the South, and there is so much 
speculation as to Southern standards, it 
is all the more necessary to our future 
progress that we be on guard and in 
such positions as to defend ourselves 
against unjust accusations and attack. 
Let us keep constantly in mind the 
eternal fact that any fight which we 
make must be for those whom we em- 
ploy as much as for ourselves. 

When we defend the constitutional and 
moral right of all men to work and to 
pursue without molestation, 
we are fighting for our people who work 
for and with us. We owe it to them to 
preserve this right intact for them; to 
defend them against organizations which 
teach and practice the theory that men 
have no right to work unless they accept 
the doctrines of those organizations. 

Any individual or organization which 
teaches disloyalty as a justifiable weap- 
on, and relies upon physical force, intim- 
idation, treachery or violence as a 
means of perpetuating itself has no 
moral right to existence within any civil- 
ized country. 

If the South is to continue its indus- 
trial progress, it must preserve at all 
costs this sacred principle of the freedom 
of contract and the individual right of 
men to work or not work, as they choose. 
I claim that there is enough intelligence 
and understanding of justice among 
every group of working people in every 
plant in this country to defend them-

selves and to settle their problems with 
their employers without any aid or sug- 
gestion from walking delegates, agita- 
tors, or other self-appointed guardians 
of the affairs of other people. The em- 
ployes in any plant know when they are 
being properly or improperly treated, 
and they do not require for their protec- 
tion the high salaried assistance of de 
signing volunteers from other plants, 
trades, professions, sections or countries. 

Let it be remembered that every com- 
munity, large or small, has in it human 
jackals and vultures who live upon its 
refuse, and others who, like Iago, are 
constantly trying to plant suspicion, dis- 
trust and disloyalty in the minds of 
those who will listen to them. They 
seek to tear down what others are trying 
t» build up, and to create business for 
themselves by destroying that of others. 
They may be socalled lawyers, dis- 
credited by their own profession, and 
using unsuspecting or ignorant people to 
promote their schemes of profitable dis- 
cord. Manufacturers and others, there- 
fore, who are trying to build up com- 
munities by giving jobs to people who 
are out of work, and by trying to con- 
structively stimulate the business life of 
the community, should be constantly on 
their guard against those vocational de 
structionists who are acquainted with no 
instruments of work except criticism of 
others.

ATIONAL legislators seem to be all 
N “het up” over the schedules or 
rates of duty on imports in revising the 
Hawley tariff bill. Many industries have 


been neglected. Free trade spots and 


inadequate protective rates of duty may 
be taken care of by amendments on the 


floor of the Senate. This is doubtful, 


however, for too many seem to take the 
view of General Hancock, who as a can- 
didate for the Presidency in 1880, said, 
“The tariff is a local issue.” The tariff 
is more than that, it is a national ques- 
tion—a national, fiscal policy, having 
demonstration and proof of its benefits 
in every community of our country. To 
serve its true purpose, protection must 
be unselfishly supported not for the ben- 
efit of one product at the expense of 
others, but by all for the benefit of all 
known products natural to our soil and 
climate. 

Adequate protection should prevail in 
every line of production known to human 
endeavor, but rates of duty or taxation 
of imports are practically of little value 
without means to collect the same and 
enforce our tariff laws. As has been 
often suid, the basis of valuation of for- 
eign merchandise is the all important 
question before the Congress. Today we 
have the ancient system of valuation of 
merchandise in the country of origin in 
vogue, but amended so that it applies 
in six different ways. How foolish and 
useless it is to place an import duty of 
say 50 per cent on a given article and 
allow the foreigner to say what the 
value shall be on which the 50 per cent 
is collected. 

We should have one simple and arbi- 
trary valuation basis. Will the Senate 
crant it? At present three propositions 
to this end are being discussed, namely. 
American valuation, U. S. value and the 
landing value of imports which may be 
described as follows: 

First: American valuation represents 
“the American selling price of any simi- 
lar competitive article manufactured or 
produced in the United States” and has 
been applied in practice to coal tar prod- 
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ucts only, with provisional application 
in certain contingencies. 

Second: U. S. valuation of imported 
merchandise represents, “the price at 
which such or similar imported mer- 
chandise is freely offered for sale, at the 
time of importation of the imported mer- 
chandise, in the principal market of the 
United States to all purchasers, in the 
usual wholesale quantities and in the 
ordinary course of trade,” with allow- 
ances for all necessary expenses, commis- 
sions, ete., “if such or similar imported 
merchandise is not so offered for sale 
in the United States.’ 

Third: Landing value of imports rep- 
resents the “value such merchandise 
commands as if delivered in bond at the 
port of importation.” 

American valuation (first) was and is 
sought by many interests, including the 
American Federation of Labor. It is a 
drastic plan. It is now applied to coal 
tar products but if included in the Tariff 
Act of 1929 should apply to everything 
imported, not to one industry, for that 
amounts to rank discrimination among 
our own industries. I am furnished with 
an example of importation under Amer- 
ican valuation which is incorporated in 
an affidavit in the hands of the Senate 
Finance Committee, as follows: 

“Our coal tar product costs us on 
board a steamer in Hamburg $8 per kilo 
(2.20 Ibs.) or $3.64 per pound. 

“When our goods arrive, the appraiser 
ealls our American competitor on tele- 
phone and asks, ‘What was your price 
on May 3? (the day of shipment). His 
answer will be anything he may see fit 
to name—as his prices vary according to 
his dealings with different firms. He 
has thus far said $8 per pound, although 
we know he has sold at $6 and has 
offered to sell to us at that price. As 
he said at $8, our duty has been based 
by the appraiser on that figure.” 

The duty under American valuation 
amounted to $3.67 a pound and the same 
rates applied under foreign valuation 
would have amounted to $1.61. The 
Hawley bill continues American valua- 
tion as to coal tar products but this 
provision is vigorously opposed by some 
Senators as to an individual industry or 
in general. 

Uv. S. Valuation (second) means what 


, 


foreign merchandise is sold for to the 
American purchaser, less allowances be- 
fore the duty is applied. This plan has 
many supporters and has merit. That 
is, at what price does the foreigner sell 
a given article to American buyers, net? 
That seems a fair proposition, but an 
identical article from Italy, Japan or 
France may be sold at different prices, 
thus getting back to the discredited policy 
of foreign valuations. Identical articles 
from different countries should, in jus- 
tice, pay the same incoming tariff tax, 
otherwise we constantly favor the lower 
cost production countries at the expense 
of the higher. Again, under this plan 
I can conceive of an importer and Amer- 
ican buyer getting together and “mak- 
ing” values against competing importers, 
up or down, which would soon lead to 
great differences in import values, to 
the detriment of honest importers and 
honest business. 

The Landing Value of imports (third) 
means just what it says. What is any 
foreign article worth on the dock or in 
bonded warehouse before any American 
expense or profit has been added. This 
is the plan in force in Great Britain 
since July. 1925, and it has worked ad- 
mirably. In fact, a large proportion of 
imported merchandise is placed in the 
bonded warehouse and sold on sample 
to the American buyer, but the govern- 
ment must depend upon the foreign valu- 
ation for duties collected. Landing value 
of foreign merchandise, or in bond, would 
place all commodities from all countries 
on a parity, thus removing much of the 
friction between foreigners as to their 
exports to the United States. Naturally 
I strongly favor the Landing Value of 
Imports, but if the Senate, in its wis- 
dom, cannot give us that plan, it should 
adopt one and only one basis of valua- 
tion of foreign merchandise. Multiplicity 
in valuation renders efficient administra- 
tion of our tariff laws practically im- 
possible.

-many years, of getting that removal 
clause out of the law. What follows? 
The nine members of the U. S. Customs 
Court (three could do the work) will 
have life tenure at $10,000 a year each, 
or on retirement, full pay as long as 


they live. 

Perhaps the U. S. 
and reenact the omitted removal clause, 
which has been in all laws since 1890, 
so that this or some future administra- 
tion may properly reorganize this cus- 
toms tribunal. Certainly some one did 
clever work in having demotion turned 
into personal victory, but not a victory 
for the increased efficiency of the ad- 
ministration of our tariff laws. Affecting 
the appraising department of the govern- 
ment, another provision was adroitly 
added in the last paragraphs of the 
Hawley bill. It refers to the U. S. Cus- 
toms Court of Appeals. The amendment 
added at the last minute reads, refer- 
ring to the members of the court, “shall 
hold office during good behavior.” Pos- 
sibly this was injected into the bill be- 
cause of President Hoover's call for res- 
ignations after March 4, last.

The Sugar Tariff and Poor Cuba 


“Cuba and the Proposed Sugar Tariff” 
is the title of the July circular of the 
First National Bank of Boston, to its 
depositors. The crux of the circular is: 
“Viewed from any standpoint the pro-

posed tariff schedule on sugar is un- 
sound, untenable, unfair and untimely.” 
Boston interests were among the op- 
ponents of protection to sugar when the 
Dingley tariff was under consideration 
in 1896-7, but more recently they seem to 
have become a part of the American 
sugar refining and banking group in New 
York, which has a way of making its 


campaign against protection from almost 
every point of the compass. Possibly 


New York instigated the Boston bank’s 
attack, for it bears all the ear marks of 
propaganda, issued by the Wall Strect 
“Central.” 

The proposed tariff “is unsound,” says 
the Boston bank, because it “would crip- 
ple the purchasing power of our best 
customers” (Cuba) but the circular says 
nothing about crippling the purchasing 
power of our own cane and beet sugar 
growers—American citizens. 

The proposed tariff “is untenable, 
says the Boston bank, because—but here 
it flounders into sound thought: “Those 
who advocate higher rates maintain that 
such action is necessary in order to 
make this country independent of for- 
eign supply of sugar’’; here is conceded 
the very heart of the protective policy. 
The circular then mixes with sugar, 
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rubber, hides, wool, tea, silk and claims 
that “we should be defying the law of 
trade that each country should produce 
those things for which it is best adapted 
and import those things as other coun- 
tries can produce at a much lower cost.” 
Untenable? Perhaps so, to some of the 
dupes who have money invested in 
Cuban sugar securities. 

The proposed tariff “is unfair,’ and 
“Those who favor the proposed increase 
in tariff hold that it is Cuba’s misfortune 
if she has placed all her eggs in one 
basket and is now forced to rely upon 
one crop as a means of livelihood. In 
reply it can be said that Cuba’s eminence 
in the sugar industry has been encour- 
aged by the United States Government 
and our citizens own 70 per cent of the 
sugar property on the island.” That 70 
per cent owned by American citizens is 
the real cause of the Boston bank’s pa- 
thetic appeal for the poor Cuban and 
should be read conversely, perhaps as 
follows: We are interested in 70 per 
cent of the sugar property of Cuba; we 
want a low tariff duty so that we can 
make big profits out of the American 
consumer and sell our Cuban securities 
to Americans, who prosper under the 
protective tariff.

Oil Industry

“Tung oil, as most of us know. is the 
basis for paints and varnishes, and has 
been imported largely from China, for 
the manufacture of these products in 
the United States. 

“Recently there have been experiments 
that show that Mississippi offers a cli- 
mate highly favorable to the raising of 
this necessary component of paint. There 
is a ready-made market at our doors for 
all the tung oil we can produce. The 
question now is how to raise these trees 
so they will produce in large quantities, 
and how to compete with the Chinese 
product that has an established market. 

“One of the first steps in the protec- 
tion of a new industry is a tariff to pro- 
tect it. For years the raw material, 
tung oil, has come into this country 
tariff-free. If we are to compete with 
China in producing tung oil, then the 
imported stuff should no longer be al- 
lowed to enter the United States free 
of tax. 

“Yet, of course. we, in this country. 
have not produced enough of the oil to 
take care of market demands, and shall 
not be able to do so for years to come. 
The industry in the United States is 
just in its infancy. The question is one

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Favorable Outlook for Louisiana Sugar

Louisiana is going to roll out more 
money for sugar this year than it has 
for a long time. Acreage is 42 per cent 
heavier than it was last year, practically 
all of it is in the new canes, and even 
the older planters have trouble remem- 
bering when the crop looked so good as 
it does now. 

It is certain that Louisiana 
sugar house that grinds this year will 
have its facilities taxed to the fullest. 
In some quarters, there is a doubt that 
they will be able to handle all of the 
crop, though they are beginning to grind 
a couple of weeks earlier this year.

According to the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, the condition of the sugar 
eane as of July 1 was 88. On the same 
day last year, it was 80. The 1-year 
average is 78.5. 

According to the figures kept on one 
or the large plantations, the sugar cane 
at the end of July was a foot and a half 
taller than at the same period last year. 
During July, the growth was at the rate 
of an inch a day. This rapid growth 
and its promise of early maturity with 
heavy tonnage will be an important fac- 
tor in this year’s sugar preduction. The 
figures mentioned were carefully kept in 
experiment-station manner. and are not 
guesses. Some of the fields show a 
growth as high as 2914 inches greater 
than last year. General average of the

21 inches.

Cotton Growing Problem 
As Seen by Dr. Todd, an 
English Expert 


Austin, Texas.—Unless the quality of 
Texas cotton is improved, the time is not 
far distant when it will be without a 
market, according to John A. Todd of 
Liverpool, England, world authority on 
cotton, in an address before cotton farm- 
ers at the Texas State Agricultural and 
Mechanical College, pointing out the im- 
portance of improving the staple. 


The 


“Tn 1921, the American crop was 8,000,- 
000 and in 1926, it was 18,000,000 bales,” 
he said. “How ean a business carry on 
with such fluctuations? Your new Farm 
Board will be the greatest possible serv- 


ice if it can smooth out the ways of 


supply and demand.” 
Referring to the danger he sees threat- 
ening Texas cotton, Dr. Todd said: 


“Over there in the old country we are 
too dependent on your variable supply. 
We want to spread cotton over the world. 
We are succeeding in India. We are 
now in a fortunate position. When you 
over here are short, India may have 
cotton. We are already feeling the relief. 

“In India we had trouble with the 
staple. It was very short some few years 
ago. Today. out of the 6,000,000-bale 
crop, 1,500,000 to 2,000,000 bales are of 
at least an inch staple length. A few 
years ago you had a fine crop of sea 
island cotton, but that is gone now. In 
the West Indies we are raising that 
cotton, making 300 to 350 pounds to the 
acre of lint, with a staple of an inch or 
more, and getting 50 cents a pound. 
Incidentally, we have no boll weevil. 

“Here in Texas you once had 14-inch 
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staple cotton, but now that is gone, and 
we do not know where to replace it. 
Certainly you have done little to pro- 
vide it. 

“Then there is the question of quality, 
too. A large proportion of your cotton 
is what we call ‘half and half,’ varying 
in its staple, some weak and some 
strong, ete. I tell you that you’ve lost 
your good cotton, and it should be a 
serious warning to you. 

“We have great cotton growing coun- 
tries like India, where the standard of 
living is low, and they can prosper by 
selling for less than you can. India is 
steadily getting up to the one-inch staple, 


while you are getting below. In the 
Argentine, East Africa, West Africa, 


Mesopotamia, Peru and Brazil, a new 
supply is coming into competition with 
you. Competition is facing you from the 
Egyptian crop, which is at its very best, 
and more competition is coming from 
the Sudan. 

“The spinner is rapidly getting to the 
point where he can pick and choose, and 
you should sense the graveness of it all.” 


Improvement Urged in Cotton 
Ginning 

J. P. Moon, secretary of the Chamber 
of Commerce, Newberry, S. C., sends the 
MANUFACTURERS REcoRD a copy of resolu- 
tions adopted in that city in regard to 
the ginning of cotton, asking that they 
be published for the benefit of the cotton 
trade generally. The resolutions are in 
the form of recommendations adopted 
August 6, and read as’ follows: 

“At a meeting of the cotton ginners, 
buyers, the county agent, and mill execu- 
tives held under the auspices of the agrij- 
cultural committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce on Saturday, August 3, a 
committee of six was appointed to draft 
resolutions to be published in the press 
and sent to growers and ginners through- 
out the county. These were adopted as 
follows: 

“Whereas: 

“1. Definite improvement in the gin- 
ning of cotton is needed in Newberry 
County in order that the cotton grower 
may realize the full value of his product; 

“2. Much of the damage in ginning is 
caused by picking the seed cotton too 
green or otherwise handling it so that it 
is brought to the gin in unfit condition 
to gin properly because of moisture in 
the cotton; 

“2. Damage in the ginning process is 
unnecessary and wasteful. 

“Therefore, it is resolved: 

“1. That the undersigned committee 
representing the ginners, cotton trade 
and mills of the county respectfully urge 
and recommend cotton growers (a) To 
delay picking until the crop has matured 
to a reasonable degree, avoiding green- 
ness, and picking crack bolls. (b) To 
pick their cotton only when dry; not 
sooner than 24 hours after rain, and do 
not leave piled on ground over night. 
(c) To deliver to the gin dry and in 
suitable condition for proper ginning. 

“92 That all ginners exert their influ- 
ence to prevent ginning of green or 
damp cotton. 

“8 That the gins do everything pos- 
sible within their means to put their 
plants in condition to turn out a smooth, 
clean product.”

Freight Traffic Heaviest on 
Record 


Washington, D. C.—According to the 
ear service division of the American 
Railway Association, railroad freight 
traffic in this country continues to be the 
heaviest on record for this season of the 
year. For the week ended August 3, the 
loading of revenue freight cars, according 
to reports filed by the rail carriers, 
reached a total of 1,104,193 cars, an in- 
crease of 3,132 cars over the preceding 
week and an increase of 55,372 cars over 
the corresponding week last year. As 
compared with the corresponding week 
in 1927, these figures show an increase 
of 80,155 cars. 


Forestry Work in Louisiana

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Government Seeking Aid of Manufacturers 


in Preparing for 1930 Industrial Census 


With a view to making the forthcom- 
ing census of manufactures as responsive 
as possible to the need of industry for 
accurate information: concerning its own 
activities, the special advisory commit- 
tee designated by Secretary Lamont has 
requested manufacturing organizations, 
trade associations, and individual manu- 
facturers for advice and suggestions as 
to the form of the schedule to be used 
in the enumeration. 

The subjects covered by the schedule 
used in the last census were description 
of establishment: character of industry ; 
time in operation; persons engaged; 
salaries, wages, and materials; products; 
consumed. The committee

has invited suggestions concerning the 
form of questions under all of these sub- 


jects except production, which will be 
taken up directly by the Bureau of the 
Census with the industrial associations. 

In view of the fact that it will be neces- 
sary to begin the printing of the general 
schedule early next month, comments on 
the general schedule should be sent to the 
Secretary of the Committee, Thomas W. 
Howard, 1615 H Street, Northwest, Wash- 
ington, D. C. as promptly as possible in 
order that they may be given consideration 
by the committee preparatory to recom- 


mending the revision of the schedule. 

In a statement concerning the manu- 
facturing census, L. S. Horner, chairman 
of the committee, said: 

“For the first time industry itself has 
been called into consultation to shape 
the stupendous task of taking the census 
of manufactures. Upon industry itself 
will rest very largely responsibility for 
the outcome. 

“In order that the census may be as 
comprehensive as possible, that essen- 
tial and valuable information may be 
obtained and statistical data of the ut- 


most practical use to manufacturers 
themselves be compiled, Secretary La- 
mont has requested a_ representative 


committee to submit recommendations 
concerning the revision of the schedule 
used in making the enumeration. 

“To accomplish this purpose the com- 
mittee desires the widest possible expres- 
sion of opinion on the part of manufac- 
turers themselves as to the questions to 
be formulated, the practicability of sup- 
plying the information desired, and the 
scope of the census. Its aim is to sug- 
gest the character of information which 
will be helpful to industry in meeting 
larger problems of production and dis- 


tribution with which it is confronted in 
shaping production and sales policies. 
The committee solicits advice and sug- 
gestions from individual manufacturers, 
business organizations and trade associa- 
tions, to the end that the recommenda- 
tions made will represent the consensus 
of business itself.”

Past and Present

| gyeecapesieny by the achievements of recent years 

the South has accomplished marvelous results, 
but in a study of what has been done one is apt to 
overlook how much remains to be done. Measured by 
the possibilities, certainties, indeed I may say, of the 
future, all that the South has accomplished in the 
development of its material and educational interests 
is triflingly small as compared with what it is destined 
to do in the coming years. 

It is universally admitted that the natural resources 
of the South are unmatched in any other equal area 
of this or any other land. Its geographical location, 
with three-fifths of the coast line of continental United 
States, its climatic advantages, its resources in soil, 
in agriculture, in iron ore, in coal, and oil, and gas, 
and granites and marbles, beggar description. 

It has, for instance, the largest natural gas field 
known to the world. It produces 63 per cent of all 
the oil poured out of the wells of the United States, 
and 43 per cent of all the oil produced in the world. 
And yet new sources of oil are being constantly dis- 
covered, indicating in the belief of oil experts that 
the fields which have been opened up will be duplicated 
by many other fields of oil and gas yet to be dis- 
covered. 

So vast are its stores of natural gas, one of the best 
fuels in the world, that pipelines are being built at 
a cost of perhaps $100,000,000 to carry gas from Loui- 
siana and Texas to Chicago and other Western cities, 
and to Birmingham and Atlanta and other Southern 
cities. There is, however, an awakening sentiment in 
these gas producing regions that this natural fuel 
should be used to a larger extent at home for the 
creation of vast industrial interests. 

Lignite, once regarded as of inferior quality as a 
fuel, and of which the South has enormous quantities, 
is now recognized as having great potentialities, and 
it has been claimed by an expert who has made a 
study of the situation that a Texas electric power 
plant using lignite as fuel is producing electric power 
at a lower cost than any other concern in the United 
States. 

Of coal the South has 100,000 square miles, or more 
than five times as much as all Europe excluding Rus- 
sia, and two and a half times as much including 


Russia. West Virginia, for instance, has as much 
coal area as all of Great Britain and Europe, exclud- 
ing Russia, and Kentucky has about the same coal 
area. 

Great water resources also give the South advan- 
tages in the production of power. More than 60 per 
cent of the gain made in the installed waterpower of 
tbe country in 1928 was in the South, which now has 
5,780,000 horsepower, or 28 per cent of the hydro- 


’ electric generating capacity of the United States. In 


the sixteen Southern states it is estimated that over 
$3,000,000,000 will be required within ten years to 
carry out the construction programs of power com- 
panies to keep pace with growing demands for power. 

Natural gas is the basis of a vast electric power 
plant in Louisiana which is extending its lines in 
many directions. Foreign capitalists have come re- 
cently to an appreciation of the fact that the gas and 
oil and salt and other mineral resources of Louisiana 
make that state, as claimed many years ago by the 
late Dr. David T. Day of the United States Geological 
Survey, perhaps the best site in all the world for 
chemical developments. 

Of sulphur the South produces 99 per cent of the 
entire output of the United States, and exports 800,- 
600 tons annually, dominating the sulphur market of 
the world. Of phosphate rock, the basis of much 
of our fertilizer industry, 99 per cent of the country’s 
production comes from the South. We export 900,000 
tons annually. Ninety-nine per cent of all the bauxite 
mined in the United States, the basis of our aluminum 
industry, is mined in the South. It comes mainly 
from Arkansas, one of the most richly endowed states 
in the Union for agriculture and industry. 

Southern granites and marbles, and Southern-made 
brick are going into many of the great structures of 
the North, and even far out in the West. Georgia 
claims, based on the report of experts, sufficient clays 
to last the world for a thousand years, while South 
Carolina and Florida likewise have immense deposits 
of clays. 

Until recently travertine, one of the finer building 
stones for costly interior decoration, was imported 
from Italy. Now travertine is being quarried in 
Florida and handled by one of the biggest building 
supply houses in New York, and other travertine 
deposits are being opened up in that state. 
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Texas granite, for instance, has been used largely 
in New York in competition with the granites of 
New England and the same is true of the granites of 
the Carolinas and Georgia. 

Alabama marble, so fine that an Italian sculptor 
claimed it to be equal to the best Carrara marble, is 
in such abundance that it has for years been used as 
a flux in iron-making in place of ordinary limestone. 
Georgia and Tennessee have marble of apparently 
endless quantity and of the highest quality with many 
varied shades quarried on an enormous scale. Ken 
tucky asphalt rock is shipped to many places for 
road building. 

From one end of the South to the other new dis 
coveries are being made, startling to those who have 
not comprehended something of the illimitable natural 
resources of this section. And vet, day after day, and 
month after month, and year after year, other dis 
coveries will be made of other great natural resources 
as surprising to the experts as was the discovery of 
travertine building stone in Florida. Literally, as 
stated by a New York capitalist who had given much 
study to the South, this section is still sleeping on 
billions and billions of unknown and, therefore, un 
utilized values. It is simply impossible to begin to 
catalogue the mineral resources of the South in a 
paper necessarily limited in space as this. 

For many years New England claimed that the 
South could not manufacture cotton goods in competi- 
tion with their mills. Today it is practically admitted 
that New England cannot manufacture cotton goods 
in competition with Southern mills. 

For many years it was unceasingly proclaimed in 
the iron centers of the North that the South would 
never be able to make high grade pig iron, and that 
every ton that it shipped away from Birmingham or 
other iron centers meant a loss to the producers. 
When that error was disproven it was then claimed, 
and proclaimed broadcast through the country, that 
the South could never make steel in competition with 
the East and the West. Today the South is making 
steel in a plant which Judge Gary claimed to be one 
of the finest and most complete in the world. Its 
products are going into many foreign lands in com- 
petition with the steel of other sections. 


The Old South’s Diversified Agriculture Being 
Revised Rapidly 

Forgetting entirely the diversified agriculture of 
the South prior to the Civil War, when that section 
in many respects led the nation in well-rounded diver- 
sified agriculture, many claimed that the South must 
forever be a cotton and tobacco and rice growing 
region. Soil and climate they said had doomed this 
section to these three staples. How little they knew 
of this section is indicated in the fact that the South 
is now annually sending to other parts of the United 
States about $500,000,000 a year of food products to 
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feed the people of the North and West. Florida alone 
ships over 100,000 carloads of fruits and vegetables 
to the North and West during the winter season, thus 
supplying food and safeguarding the health of mil- 
lions of people. Every other Southern state is fol- 
lowing Florida’s good example. Virginia, North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina and Georgia furnish immense 
quantities of vegetables and fruits for the Northern 
and Western markets; while Mississippi and Loui- 
siana and Texas, Tennes ee, Missouri and Arkansas 
likewise produce annually many thousands of carloads 
of vegetables and fruits which go to the North and 
West. Texas is beginning a development of the citrus 
industry which promises in time to match that of 
Florida and of California. 

The foremost dairy and cheese-making concerns in 
America and even some in Canada are now freely 
claiming that the South is the best dairying section 
on the continent. Many of these great dairying in- 
terests have for the last two or three years been 
establishing extensive plants in various parts of the 
South, including the Carolinas, Florida, Georgia, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Louisiana and Texas, as well as in 
ihe portions of the South, such as the Virginias, Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky, long noted for their high grade 
cattle and grass. Many cheese factories are also being 
established throughout the South, some by local in- 
terests and some by the foremost cheese-makers in 
America, 


Surplus Labor Awaiting Industrial Employment 
Available for Many Industries 


Where else in all the world can there be found an 
agricultural region so rich in productive power into 
which industrialization can enter with such assurance 
uf success? By virtue of the fact that the population 
of the South grows more rapidly than the demand for 
labor for industrialization work, there is still a vast 
supply of labor throughout the South eagerly awaiting 
employment. Moreover, there are thousands of poorly 
cultivated tenant farms whose occupants would gladly 
abandon them and seek employment in industrial 
pursuits if an opportunity offered. Much of this 
poorly cultivated tenant farm land should go back 
into forestry, for there is an abundance of richer, 
more suitable land for agricultural purposes awaiting 
intensive fertilization and cultivation. 


Agricultural and Industrial Output of South Now 
Exceeds Total for Country in 1900 


Let one imagine for a moment how great will be 
the wealth and the output of the South when its 
industrial development, added to its great agricul- 
tural productivity, reaches the industrialization of 
the New England States, of Pennsylvania, or Ohio, 
or Illinois and other leading industrial regions. It 
is already on the road to that happy condition. The 
progress which it is making can be best measured by 
a comparison of what the sixteen Southern states are 
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doing with what the United States was doing in 
agriculture and industry in 1900, for it must be re- 
membered that a very large proportion of the indus- 
trial development of the country of today has been 
brought about since 1900. Here are some striking 
figures:

Let the eye sweep over the entire South from Mary- 
land and Virginia to Texas and Oklahoma, and one 
can but be dazzled, dazed mentally at the extent of its 
resources and the vastness of the future as they are 
more fully developed. All that the South has done. 
great as it is, is but the work of infancy as compared 
with the giant activities of coming years. 

Perhaps in no way can this be more clearly outlined 
than in a presentation of statistics showing the area 
of some of the more highly industrialized states of the 
[ast and the West as compared with what the South 
has accomplished. Compare, for instance, Pennsyl- 
vania and Alabama. 

Alabama has 51,279 square miles. It is noted for 
the richness of its soil in the valley of the Tennessee 
down through what is known as the black belt to the 
Gulf coast. It can produce every variety of fruits 
and vegetables for man’s sustenance—grain, grass, 
cattle and cotton in abundance. It has as large an 
area of coal land as England. It has stores of iron 
ore so vast that it is difficult to put an estimate on 
the total, and recent experiments have shown that 
even its low grade ores can by beneficiation add hun- 
dreds of millions of tons to its available ore supply. 
It has been selected by one of the great tire companies 
for a $30,000,000 plant, the first of four units of which 
has just been completed. It has many furnaces, and 
coal mines, and steel mills, and cotton mills. And 
yet here is the record of Alabama’s industrial develop- 
ment as compared with Pennsylvania’s.

And yet no 
man ¢an dare say that Alabama is not in soil, in 
minerals, in climate, in iron ore and coal, in rivers 
and waterfront and electric power, better suited for 
vast industrial development than is Pennsylvania. 

Look again at Alabama in contrast with the little 
state of Massachusetts, which is less than one-sixth 
of the size of Alabama, with only 8000 square miles 
of territory. It has six times the value of manufat- 
tured products of Alabama, or $3,317,851,888 in com- 
parison with Alabama’s $550,372,126. 

North Carolina is considered one of the most highly 
industrialized states in the South. The value of its 
manufactured products in 1927 was $1,154,646,612. 
And yet with an area 4000 square miles larger than 
Pennsylvania it has only one-fifth as much manufac- 
tured product as Pennsylvania. With an area almost 
exactly six times as large as Massachusetts, it has 
just one-third of the value of manufactured products 
which the Census of 1927 credited to Massachusetts, 

Ohio is another great industrial state, and though 
smaller than Alabama by 10,000 square miles, has 
nearly ten times as much manufactured product as 
Alabama, and more than four times as much as North 
Carolina, though it is 8000 square miles less in area 
than North Carolina. 

Georgia, one of the largest states of the Union, 
with an area of 58,725 square miles, or 14,000 more 
than Pennsylvania, with rich resources of many kinds, 
has less than one-tenth of Pennsylvania’s manufac- 
tured products, only one-fifth as much as Massa- 
chusetts, and only about one-eighth as much as Ohio. 

The three states of Alabama, North Carolina and 
Georgia, which have been leaders in industrial devel- 
opment, have a total area of 158,744 square miles as 
compared with 93,611 square miles for Massachusetts, 
Pennsylvania and Ohio combined. But these three 
Southern states have a total manufactured product 
of only $2,314,936,398, or just about one-seventh of 
the $15,263,738,611 of the three Eastern states named. 

Not for one moment should these figures be regarded 
as in any way whatever discreditable to the South. 
They are merely given to indicate how vast are the 
possibilities for Southern development.

Metals in Good Technical 
Position 


New York, August 19—[Special.]—The 
metals have been rather quiet, but no 
more so than would be expected for this 
season of the year. As a general rule 
prices have been holding firm and the 
market is therefore in a good situation 
for the early fall demand which should 
be starting soon. Copper has been the 
most conspicuous metal because of im- 
provement in sentiment and the slightly 
better volume of business. Sales of 
standard copper futures on the National 


Metal Exchange were made at the high- 
est levels since copper trading started 
lust May. 

Tin has been the exception to firmness, 
prices sagging gradually, and on some 
recessions the consumers have bought 
quite freely. It is the general opinion 
that prices are close to bottom for the 
rest of the summer. There has been 
considerable purchasing into first quarter 
deliveries of next year, indicating the 
belief that present quotations are bar- 
gain figures. Use of tin in canning the 
three major vegetables, peas, corn and 
tomatoes, does not look as bright as a 
few weeks ago. Continued dry weather 
has curtailed the pea crop and the out- 
leok is uncertain for corn and tomatoes. 

Quicksilver stands out among the minor 


metals because of its strength. This 
month prices have advanced 50c per 


flask per week, present quotations being 
$124.50 to $126 per flask. Silver is un- 
usually steady at around 5214c per ounce. 
Antimony is dull at 814ec per pound, duty 
paid. 

Copper statistics for July 
nounced early in the week by the Amer- 
ican Bureau of Metal Statistics; re- 
garded as favorable by the producers 
because both United States mine pro- 
duction and output of refined copper in 
North and South America showed reduc- 
tions. However, surplus stocks of re 
fined copper increased 14,589 tons to 
97,729 tons, the largest surplus in two 
years and comparing with some 45,000 
tons at the end of last October. At the 
same time the surplus stocks of blister, 
or raw copper, fell 12,011 tons, making 
a total gain of copper beyond the ore 


were an- 


stage of 2578 tons. 

yain in surplus stocks was attributed 
in large measure to the sharp falling off 
in export shipments, the smallest of the 
year. Total shipments, domestic and 
foreign, came to 138,924 tons as against 
143,719 tons during June. Production of 
blister copper increased somewhat, caus- 
ing some observers to conclude that the 
eurtailing movement which started in 
May is definitely over. 

Export sales of copper over the past 
week averaged about 2000 tons daily, 
with 3500 tons sold on Wednesday, while 
domestie sales were probably 3500 tons 
daily, though they are more difficult to 
estimate exactly. Most of the purchas- 
ing was for August and September ship- 
with an occasional inquiry for 
October. The price is very firm at 18ce 
per pound, home delivery, and 18.30c 
e. i. f. European ports. 

As one authority has expressed it, the 
American copper producers have tri- 
umphed over the European consumers, 
who were virtually boycotting the Amer- 


ment, 
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ican producers a few months back, hop- 
ing probably to tear down the price 
further. However, the price has held 
for many dull weeks and the foreign 
users are purchasing in larger volume. 

The stronger sentiment in copper was 
reflected on the National Metal Ex- 
change. Here prices have been creeping 
higher during the past several weeks, 
though when trading was introduced in 
May some low prices were being made 
because of the doubt as to whether the 
electrolytic price would be maintained. 
During the past week on the exchange 
there was a majority of buyers and a 
paucity of sellers, with the result that 
little business was done. 

In tin the majority of market opinion 


has it that prices will be materially 
higher in the fall. Accordingly, con- 


sumers have been ready to pick up bar- 
gains when prices dipped. At the price 
of the past week at 46%¢c per pound for 
spot Straits tin, the metal was but one 
cent per pound higher than the low for 
the week. So far no steps have been 
taken to curtail production, which is 
most needed just now if the bulls are 
to see their predictions come true. For 
two years the output has been gradually 
outstripping the consumption, as heavy 
as the latter is. 

Lead is strong at 6.55¢c per pound, 
East St. Louis, and 6.75¢c, New York. 
For September and October delivery, 
premiums of 2% and 5 points are being 
charged but most of the business of the 
week has been done in the prompt deliv- 
ery position. During the second half of 
August consumers usually start buying 
for their early fall requirements. 

The large zine producers doggedly hold 
to 6.80e per pound, East St. Louis, but 
some business has been taken at 5 points 
less. The market has a none too strong 
complexion because of large stocks of 
ore and fairly clumsy stocks of slab 
zine, yet the producers consider a buying 
movement as overdue and they expect it 
will place the market in a better position 
when it comes. 


Pig Iron in Moderate Demand 


sirmingham, August 19—[Special.]— 
Steady movement of pig iron is under 
way but the Southern furnace interests 
expected more. Iron is going in every 
direction, North and East as well as to 
all sections of the South. Quotations 
are still given at $14.50 per ton, No. 2 
foundry, with $14 in competitive sections 
and reports yet current that concessions 
have been given in the North where 
Southern iron is being accepted. State- 
ments are not so promiscuous now as to 
Southern iron not coming up to require- 
ments in the various manufactures of

Produc- 
tion has been well maintained, during 
July the make in Alabama going above 
225,500 tons as compared to 187,500 tons 
the same month last year and 219,157 
for June this year.

Machine and foundries using 
considerable pig iron are doing well 
again, the Goslin-Birmingham Manufac- 
turing Corporation having taken on, 
among other contracts, an order for 1200 
tons of rivet clamps from the Southern 
Natural Gas Corporation, which is: build- 
ing a natural gas pipe line from the 
Monroe, La., gas field via Birmingham 
district to Atlanta and Chattanooga. The 
same foundry is shipping the last of a 
big Webb cotton press order and also

Tlie steel market shows recession. The

received. It is not believed there will 
be any appreciable amount of business 
in hand again until around early October. 
Though railroads will place their rail 
business during the latter part of this 
year and ask for delivery in the spring 
of 1930, it will be necessary to take up 
rolling of the rail ahead of time. One 
of the blast furnaces will be blown out 
for relining and other repairs. There 
are six furnaces at Ensley and all but 
two will be kept in operation together 
with the two very large furnaces at 
Fairfield, sufficient basic iron to be pro- 
duced. The Republic Iron & Steel Com- 
pany will blow out one of its blast fur- 
naces this month and others will go out.

Smaller Stocks of Coal 


Commercial stocks of bituminous coal 
used largely for industrial purposes 
amounted to 33,100,000 tons on July 1, 
compared with 41,700,000 tons July 1, 
1928, and 36,900,000 tons on April 1, 
1929, according to a survey of the United 
States Bureau of Mines. 

In addition to stocks in the hands of 
consumers there were 6,629,262 tons of 
bituminous coal on hand on the docks of 
Lake Superior and Lake Michigan on 
July 1, 1929, compared with 3,648,280 
tons at the beginning of the previous 
quarter. 

Stocks of domestic anthracite held by 
the coal merchants reporting show the 
usual seasonal increase over the amount 
in storage on April 1 and are slightly 
higher than on corresponding dates in 
other recent years. 


Public-Utility Earnings 


Gross earnings of public-utility enter- 
prises in June, exclusive of telephone 
and telegraph companies, as reported to 
the Department of Commerce by 95 com- 
panies or systems operating gas, electric 
light, heat, power, traction and water 
services and comprising practically all 
the important organizations in the 
United States, were $183,000,000, as com- 
pared with $189,750,000 in May, and 
$178,696,556 in June, 1928.

A supply of clean, invigorating air 
filled with ozone may be had for the 
home and business places, it is claimed, 
by the employment of Corozone, a pa- 
tented electrical device manufactured by 
the Corozone Company, Cleveland, Ohio.

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7,000 Miles of Federal Aid Roads 
Built Last Year 


During the fiscal year 1929, the Fed- 
eral Government cooperated with the 
States in improving 7022 miles of Fed- 
eral-aid highways, bringing the _ total 
mileage of the system improved with 
Iederal aid to 78,096, according to fig- 
ures of the Bureau of Public Roads of 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture. The mileage was im- 
proved in the 48 States and Hawaii by 
State highway departments working in 
cooperation with the Federal bureau. 
There are approximately 188,000 miles of 
main interstate and intereounty high- 
ways in the Federal-aid system, of which 
the above mileage and approximately an 
equal mileage built by the States without 
Federal assistance are now improved.

The cooler designed for railroad equip- 
ment comprises a hollow casing enclos- 
ing a cooling container in the form of a 
water pipe, to which the apparatus is 
applied. The upright casing encloses a 
condenser, fin tube type, for cooling the 
compressed refrigerant. This condenser 
and pump unit are cooled by a draft of 
air entering at the bottom and from 
beneath the car through the floor, by an 
opening registering with the bottom of 
the casing. Air is led upward through 
the casing by a pipe connected to the 
easing above the compressor and with 
the ventilator at the top of the coach. 
Thus the portion of the system contain- 
ing the refrigerant is hermetically sealed 
and separated from the interior of the 
ear. In case of leakage, vapor is carried 
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outside with the cooling air. The refrig- 
erant, compressed, is carried through 
and inside the water cooling compart- 
ment, extending upward through and 
within a brine tank surrounding the 
standpipe. This tank is also known as 
a holdover because it retains the cooling 
effect after the refrigerant has been re- 
leased. Water to be cooled enters a cor- 
rugated spiral tube of a depth to cause 
metal-to-metal contact with an inner 
tube through which the refrigerant flows. 
A compartment housing the cooling ap- 
paratus may be utilized as an emergency 
ice chamber to supply cooled drinking 
water in case of failure of the refrigera- 
tion system. A fragile container in the 
water cooling compartment, and also in 
the casing holding the compressor and 
condenser coil, contains an antidote for 
the refrigerant. It is sealed and care- 
fully designed, contents being released 
only when the refrigeration system is 
punctured.

Education in the United States, by Edgar 
W. Knight, University of North Carolina: 


Ginn and Company, Boston. Cloth. Pp.

With the explanation that this book is 


not a complete history of education in this 
country and that it is intended to be no 
more than a narrative or historical sketch, 
the author in his preface declares that an 
attempt has been made to point out some of 
the economic, political ana religious facts of 
history which seem to have stood in the way 
of education and retarded its growth, and 
appear to be doing so now. He directs at- 
tention to forces and facts of history which 
apparently has encouraged the growth of 
education, and endeavors to outline some 
of the persistent educational problems of 
the present, apparently rooted in the past, 


and in instances suggests solutions for 
them. Some conclusions reached by Dr. 
Knight, however, are somewhat misleading 


as to the South, in view of the great prog- 
ress made in Southern education in recent 
years.

Answers to these 
questions, are not offered as conclusive evi- 
dence of the advantages or disadvantages of 
industrial mergers, but represent only an 
effort to ascertain what the record shows of 
facts and experience in these respects. 
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Claims Counties and Towns Bungle in 
Expenditure of Highway Funds 


Sees Need for Granting Wide Power to State Highways Departments in Supervision 
of Local Road Work 


By E. E. DuFrFry. 


Efficiency is coming into all forms of 
human endeavor. The business of gov- 
ernment, however, has in many instances 
failed to keep pace with the modernism 
of private business. 

In highway building, for example, cer- 
tainly a great deal has been accom- 
plished, but there are ways open in 
which road building funds can be made 
to do better work. Of the total annual 
highway outlay, about half is spent di- 
rectly by state highway departments, 
most of which are first class engineering 
organizations. 

The remaining half of the highway 
expenditure, however, is spent by county 
and township road building agencies. 
Obviously, no matter how conscientious 
the men at the helm of the small govern- 
mental unit, the efficiency of the county 
or township does not usually compare 
favorably with the state highway de- 
partment. 

State highway departments are manned 
by outstanding engineers of broad ex- 
perience. They command greater sala- 
ries than the small unit of government 
can pay. The state, through its greater 
scope and finances, can let contracts for 
long mileages of roads at one time, there- 
by obtaining better prices than can the 
county or township. Further, state su- 
pervision of road construction is nat- 
urally better, because of its advanced 
personnel of wide experience, so under 
its guidance the surface presented the 
motorist is more likely to be smooth, 
inexpensive to maintain, and long last- 
ing. 

Several states are now exerting a ben- 
eficial control over local road building. 
In Pennsylvania a certain portion of the 
total highway income is allocated to 
eounties and townships. In refunding 
this money, however, the state asks that 
it be spent on roads under the supervi- 
sion of the state highway department. 
Most Pennsylvania county and township 
roads, therefore, are built under the 
same excellent supervision as the main 
state highways. 

In other instances, state highway de- 
partments may assume control over the 
construction of local roads through the 
maintenance factor. For example, in 
Illinois main county roads must be built 
of certain types of surfacings before the 
state will take them over for main- 
tenance. This, in effect, means that 


most Illinois county roads are built un- 
der state supervision. 

Mass production of roads is just as 
necessary in road building as is anything 
else, and if adequate provisions are to be 
made for the automobile, the state and 
its counties and townships must per- 
force cooperate more closely, with the 
smaller units taking greater advantage 
of the facilities and abilities at the com- 
mand of the state highway department.

Practical “Farm Relief’ for Georgia 
Peach Growers 


By F. H. 


The Georgia State Bureau of Markets, 
in co-operation with the United States 
Bureau of Plant Industry, the agricul- 
tural department of the Atlanta, Bir- 
mingham & Coast Railroad and a number 
of enterprising Georgia manufacturers, 
has organized a research project in the 
marketing of ripe, sliced frozen peaches, 
which promises to solve the marketing 
problem for this delectable Georgia fruit 
by affording a year-round product for 
the market. 

Success of the project means that 
Georgia peach growers in the future may 
establish pre-cooling plants near sources 
of production, that growers may permit 
the fruit to ripen on the trees, check the 
ripening process by refrigeration after 
picking at the precise moment when the 
peach flavor is at its best, and ship the 
select pre-cooled ripe fruit to market. 
Ripened fruit that does not grade up to 
market size can be pre-cooled in like 
manner at the local pre-cooling plant, 
sliced and placed in containers, then held 
in frozen condition in cold storage for 
months and marketed as the trade may 
demand. 

In other words, the project has in 
mind a method of selling the Georgia 
peach crop, not on a hazardous market 
as at present, subject at any time to a 
market glut that may pound down the 
price below cost of production and that 
sometimes causes almost complete loss 
of given shipments of this highly perish- 
able product, but a method that will 
enable growers to sell their products 365 
days in the year. It has in mind a 
method of handling that insures a year- 
round market for the undersize fruit of 
good quality, thus opening up a market 
for at least 5000 cars a year for peaches 
that under present market methods are 
too small to sell at a profit, and when 
shipped along with the better grades de- 
press the price for all. 


Method Being Tested 


About 1000 pounds of fruit, selected by 
Director A. D. Jones of the State Bureau 
of Markets and H. H. Moon from the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, was taken to the modern canning 
plant of Hill Brothers at Woodbury for 
pre-cooling, and packing under 
the direction of E. D. Oestricker, man- 
ager of the plant; the fruit was packed 
in one quart containers, and placed in 
a refrigerator car; the car was hauled 
free by the A. B. and C. Railroad to At- 
lanta where the fruit was stored free of

It is proposed 
to distribute free, among chain stores 
and high-class groceries throughout the 
United States, the precious samples from 
the cold storage house of the Atlantic 
Ice and Coal Company. The retail deal- 
ers are expected to try out this delicious 
product of Georgia peach orchards on 
their favorite customers. If these cus- 
tomers like it, they will call for more 
like the samples. These retail dealers 
will report to the Georgia Bureau of 
Markets. On these reports and others 
made in pursuing the experiment will 
hang the future of this new project for 
the expansion of the Georgia peach in- 


dustry.

The 
loom said to be simplicity itself. 
There is no shuttle, the thread is taken 
across by a steel band (spring) which 
runs in the semi-circular sector on one 
end of the frame. The second new move- 
ment is a stitch movement at the other 
end; when the weft thread is delivered 
to it the stitch comes into action and 
is said to make a perfect selvedge. The 
weft returns without the shed closing 
so that always two weft threads are in 
each pick. The loom makes 150 picks 
per minute and there is claimed to be 
little vibration in its operation. 

In France, Ballber & Co., Tourcoing, 
are making the looms for woolen mills. 
It is also reported the looms can be used 
for the making of silk cloth.

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A Warning to Southern Congress- 
men Who Oppose a Protec- 


tive Tariff 


(Copy) 

A Memorial to the Congress of the 
United States, Passed at the Annual 
Convention of the Sheep and Goat 
Raisers Association, held at Del Rio. 
Tezras, August 2, 1929. 


To The Congress of the United States: 


The tariff requirements of the wool 
and mohair producers of Texas are iden- 
tical with those of the fruit and vege- 
table growers of the Rio Grande Valley 
of Texas. It is our desire that all in- 
fluences and agencies, both economic and 
political, favorable to the protection of 
products of the sheep and goat ranches 
of Texas, and the products of the Rio 
Grande Valley, be co-ordinated. 


The schedules, as included in the Haw- 
ley Bill, are for the most part highly 
acceptable to the producers of fruits, 
vegetables, wool and mohair, and while 
in some instances there should be higher 
duties levied, this being particularly true 
of the schedules affecting luster or Lin- 
coln wool, rags, waste, noils, shoddy, 
mungo and flocks, yet, on the whole, the 
Hawley Bill is a vast improvement over 
the present Fordney-McCumber Act, and 
defeat of the Hawley Bill will mean the 
acceptance upon our part of a less favor- 
able tariff upon the products of wool and 
mohair. 


Now, Therefore, Be it Resolved by the 
Sheep and Goat Raisers Association of 
Texas, that we urge our United States 
Senators from Texas to participate in 
formulating the tariff bill in the Senate 
along the lines of the Hawley Bill and 
to vote for the bill as a whole upon 
final passage. 


We heartily approve the action of 
Congressman Hudspeth of El Paso and 
Congressman McCloskey of San Antonio 
in voting for the Hawley Tariff Bill in 
its entirety, and we give our unqualified 
endorsement to the tariff policy laid 
down by Congressman Hudspeth in his 
speech in the House of Representatives 
in Washington on May 27, 1929, in which 
he said: 

“We want a real farmers’ tariff. We 
want also a just and equitable tariff, 
where every industry will receive equal 
benefits and bear equal burdens. Be 
honest with the people at home and in 
Washington. When you tell them you 
are for a tariff in West Texas, vote for 
a tariff if it carries adequate duties on 
the products of the farm and ranch, and 
then show your good faith to those 
splendid people out there and vote for 
the bill on final passage.” 

We have become weary of the time- 
worn custom employed by some of our 
representatives in Congress in claiming 
eredit for schedules which they vote 
against, and we warn those in charge 
of the policies of both major parties that 
as voters of the fruit, vegetable, wool 
and mohair sections of Texas, we will 
not tolerate a continuation of such poli- 
tical tactics. We shall hold our Sena- 
tors and Congressmen to a strict ac- 
eountability for supporting a_ tariff 
policy that visits distress and poverty 
upon our people. 

We speak for the products of the Rio 
Grande Valley and the wool and mohair 
belt of Texas, and it is our intention to 
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acquaint at least 50,000 qualified voters 
with our views as above expressed. 

We recommend the appointment of a 
committee from the wool and mohair 
district to cooperate with a similar com- 
mittee from the Lower Rio Grande Val- 
ley in putting this tariff policy into ef- 
fect.

Texas Educational Dairy Tour 


An “All Texas Educational Dairy 
Tour,” sponsored by the Waco Chamber 
of Commerce, took place August 11 to 18, 
and included in its itinerary dairy cen- 
ters in Missouri, Iowa, Illinois and Wis- 
econsin. About 50 men interested in the 
growth of dairying in Central Texas 
made the trip. The movement towards 
crop diversification and dairying in Cen- 
trul Texas received its greatest impetus 
when the Borden Company of Texas des 
cided to erect its milk plant in Waco, the 
first unit of which was completed in 
July 1929. Since that time dairy devel- 
opments have attracted widespread at- 
tention. The purpose of the recent trip 
is for real instruction, and the men who 
made it—bankers, business men and 
farmers—will hold a series of meetings 
to instruct dairymen concerning ways 
and means connected with the business 
of making more profit from their cows, 
and to aid generally in the further devel- 
opment of the industry in the vicinity of 
Waco and Central Texas. 


Air Traffic Increases Exports 


srownsville, Tex.—Increased air traf- 
fic is thought to be responsible for a 300 
per cent increase in the value of exports 
from Brownsville into Mexico during the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1929. During 
this period it is estimated that goods 
valued at nearly $1,500,000 passed 
through Brownsville, the commodities 
including principally airplanes, lumber, 
barbed wire and agricultural imple- 
ments. 


String Beans Released From

String beans have been released from 
regulation under the Mediterranean fly 
quarantine. “No restrictions will, until 
further notice, be enforced under this 
quarantine with respect to string beans, 
cowpeas, or any kind of beans other than 
lima or broad beans, either as to inter- 
state movement or as to the planting, 
growing, or maintenance of such beans 
in infested or protective zones or else- 
where,” the administrative instruction 
specified. 
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National Bank Report Shows 
Decreases 

Comptroller of the Currency J. W. 
Pole reports that the total resources of 
the 7536 reporting national banks in con- 
tinental United States, Alaska and 
Hawaii on June 29, the date of the 
recent call for reports of condition, ag- 
gregated $27,440,228,000, showing a de 
crease of $1,581,684,000 since March 27, 
the date of the previous call, when there 
were 7575 reporting banks, and a de- 
crease of $1,068,011,000 since the returns 
made by 7691 banks on June 30, 1928, the 
date of the corresponding call last year. 

Loans and discounts, including redis- 
counts, on June 29, amounted to $14,801,- 
130,000, a decrease of $48,796,000 since 
March 27, and a decrease of $116,120,000 
in the year. 

The paid in capital stock was $1,627,- 
875,000, a decrease of $5,896,000 since 
the date of the previous call, but an 
increase of $33,519,000 in the year. Sur- 
plus funds of $1,479,052,000 showed a 
reduction of $49,274,000 since March, but 
were $59,357,000 more than reported a 
year ago. Net undivided profits of $487,- 
504,000 showed reductions of $51,240,000 
since the date of the previous call and 
$69,933,000 in the twelve-month period. 

Total deposit liabilities were $21,598,- 
088,000, a reduction of $1,274,792,000 
since March and a reduction of $1,041,- 
249,000 in the year. Demand deposits, 
including United States deposits of $228,- 
243,000, were $10,732,511,000, compared 
to $11,207,887,000 on March: 27, and $11,- 
189,711,000 on June 30, 1928.

Marking the first step in a new $3,000,- 
000 program continuing the construction 
of the $10,000,000 Washington Cathedral 
on Mount St. Albans, Washington, D. C., 
a contract was recently awarded to the 
Indiana Limestone Co., Washington, for 
the first 50,000 cubic feet of stone re- 
quired to begin building the north and 
south transepts. Portions included form 
the fifth major unit of the cathedral proj- 
ect, and it is estimated that more than 
250,000 feet of stone will be re- 
quired the work.

Government Producing Helium 
on Large Scale at Amarillo 
Plant—Second Unit to Be 
Completed Soon 


The new Government helium plant, 
located at Soncy, near Amarillo, Texas, 
produced during July 648,850 cubic feet 
of helium,.of an average purity of ap- 
proximately 97 per cent, reports the 
United States Bureau of Mines. Produc- 
tion has been steadily increasing since 
the first shipment May 6. 

While detailed cost data are not yet 
available, it is confidently believed that 
production costs at the new plant will 
be well within the previous estimate of 
$20 per thousand cubic feet of helium, 
the lowest figure at which helium has 
ever been produced, so far as known to 
the Bureau of Mines. Only a single unit 
is now in operation; when the second 
unit is completed, in the near future, 
normal capacity of the plant will be far 
in excess of present Government require- 


ments. With practically the same fixed 
charges, production can then be _ in- 


creased to any desired amount up to 
20,000,000 cubic feet, or more, per year, 
and costs per thousand cubic feet of 
helium will depend on orders received. 

Shipments are now being regularly 
made from the Amarillo plant in spe- 
cially designed tank cars to the Navy at 
Lakehurst, N. J., and to the Army at 
Seott Field, near St. Louis, Mo., and to 
Langley Field, near Newport News, Va., 
for use in dirigibles operated by these 
services. 

sefore the World War, helium had 
been obtained only in small amounts as 
a curiosity in scientific laboratories and 
cost about $2000 per cubie feet. As a 
result of research by the Bureau of 
Mines, in cooperation with other Govern- 
mental agencies and commercial inter- 
ests, production costs have been brought 
down to aproximately 2 cents per cubic 
foot. No other nation is able to provide 
its dirigibles with this rare, noninflam- 
mable gas, it is pointed out, because 
supplies of helium-bearing gases in mag- 
nitude sufficient for such large scale pro- 
duction have so far been discovered only 
in this country.
